ferera. We have not learnt as yet tho re- 
sult of this ‘outrage. . Afterwards, somo 
days after the 9th of this month, about 
90,000 famino sufferers arrived at Yang: 
chow. The local officials immediately had 
three: mud’ enclosures . ruade outside tho 
North Gate at Wa T’ai Shan.and housod 
the refugees, nono of. whom wore allowod 
out of these enclosures. | A wei yuan, with 
some soldiers, was duputed to call the roll 
threa times aiday ; but their numbers were 
80 great that tt was impossible to kcep track 
of them al), Mordover, in tho night a con- 
siderable number would climb over the walls 
and rob and pillage the villagers in the out-

6 18th of this month, however, thelocal 
officials, in conjunction with the Wu T’ai 
Shan military officers, captured a numbor 
of these pillnging refugees, and punished 
thom severely according to military ‘Jaw.

8.8. Austrolia, on the Pacitic, Sopt. 

Jt was near widnight when I atarted out 
with the mails on a tug to’ bo placed on
